Tke Story of the Port Arthur Fight 


Tokio, February 27th—The official report of the attempt 
made last Tuesday night to block the entrance of the harbor 
of Port Arthur reached Tokio last night. The report was 
written by Vice-Admiral Ramimur, division commander 
under admiral Toga. The report recites that at a point near 
Port Arthur, Tuesday eveniny, a number of merchant steam 
ers escorted by a torpedo fiotilla were dispatched for the pur- 
pose of closing the entrance to the harbor. The torpedo flot- 
illarejuined the fleet at 10 am Weduesday at a rendezyuu> 
previously agreed upon and reported that the steamers Hok- 
oundmaru had been suuk at the foot of the light house on

After the torpedo flot- 
jlla rejoined them the main flotilla advanced slowly on Port 
Arthur where the Russian cruisers Bayaa, Askold and Novik 
were slowly moving about the outer harbor under cover of 
the batteries, A bombardment at long range took place and 
all the ships and batteries responded vigorously. Shortli 
after noon the Novik retreated into the inner harbor.

detachinent cf Japanese and that the Japanese were compelled to 
retreat and fled, leaving their horses, which were taken by the 
Cossacks.
